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Undoubtedly the rousin’est, shootin’est, wildest period 
in American history was on the Western frontier during 
the last century. And though many people think that the 
Wild West is gone forever, it still lives on—at Knott’s

From a roadside berry stand in 1920, Walter and 
Cordelia Knott have constructed in 45 years a living 
testimonial to the spirit and courage of America’s 
frontiersmen. 

World War II brought a big demand by the flood of 
new residents to Southern California for places to eat, 
and Sunday found many standing in line waiting an hour 
or more for Mrs. Knott’s chicken dinner. To ease the wait, 
Mr. Knott remembered the pioneer spirit of his ancestors 
and thought that a little display, depicting an early town, 
might interest his guests as they waited for dinner. As 
the demand for dinners grew, so did the display. Today, 
that “little” display is a fabulous Ghost Town, covering 
200 acres. 

“In 1940,” Walter Knott says modestly, “we started 
Ghost Town. We weren’t sure how it would be accepted, 
but we had high hopes that people would take this bit of 
the Old West to their hearts.” 

What started as a convenience has now become a 
Southern California institution. The “Berry Place” has 
grown to be a re-creation of an 1848 gold mining com¬ 
munity. There is no admission or parking fee for the 
more than 4,000,000 guests who come to visit the Ghost 
Town each year to shop and to enjoy a fine meal. 

Undoubtedly the most popular single attraction at 
Knott’s is the Chicken Dinner Restaurant. Thousands of 
Southern Californians have made Mrs. Knott’s chicken 
dinner a favorite tradition. Record day at the Farm was 
last year, when 16,456 dinners were served on Mother’s 
Day. 

Within Ghost Town are all the “conveniences” of a 
typical settlement on the Frontier: the livery stable, 
saloon, schoolhouse, jail, gun shop and many more. 
Winding through and around Ghost Town is the Ghost 
Town and Calico Railway, which is the world’s most 
held-up railroad. 

Knott’s can guarantee the visitor a whole day’s worth 
of free entertainment. The Calico Saloon presents a 15- 
minute vaudeville show five times daily. Throughout the 
day the three-minute Covered Wagon Show tells the story 
of the American trek westward. Musical entertainment 
is presented in the Wagon Camp every day during 
the summer.

Every wise traveler packs a “trip- 
kit” before he leaves home ground. 
Your “trip-kit” should include: maps 
of the areas you will be visiting 
(available at service stations and of¬ 
fices of the Automobile Club), flash¬ 
light, litter bag, first aid kit (includ¬ 
ing necessary medication), roadside 
flares, emergency highway service 
forms, spare tire and other automo¬ 
bile replacement parts you may need. 



During the day, a sport shirt and 
slacks for men and a blouse and skirt 
for women is typical attire. In the 
evening, men should wear ties and 
jackets. One exception: San Fran¬ 
ciscans pride themselves on their 
cosmopolitanism. Dress is a little 
more formal there as compared with 
Southern California, Arizona and 
Nevada. 

And don’t forget, a good pair of 
walking shoes is a must. 



There are no formalities for U.S. 
Citizens planning to stay less than 72 
hours in Tijuana, Mexicali or En¬ 
senada. A Mexican Tourist Card is 
required for those planning to remain 


more than 72 hours or travel further 
than 70 miles south of the border. 
Tourist Cards can be obtained upon 
proof of citizenship from the Mexican 
Consulate or the Mexican Government 
Tourist Commission. 

If you are traveling beyond the 
border cities, you will need a cer¬ 
tificate of smallpox issued within 
three years of your return to the U.S. 

Check your automobile insurance 
policy to see if you are covered in 
Mexico. If not, you may purchase 
Mexican insurance covering almost 
any period of time. 


IN CASE OF 
HIGHWAY 
EMERGENCY 



1. Stop your car on right-hand 
shoulder well away from traffic 
lanes. Display handkerchief or 
other white cloth on car radio an¬ 
tenna or elsewhere on vehicle. 
Raise hood. At night, tail lights 
and interior lights of stopped ve¬ 
hicle should be turned on. 

2. While waiting for help, remain 
inside your car—or nearby in a 
safe position off the highway. 
Standing or walking near traffic 
lanes or leaving your car unat¬ 
tended is unsafe. However, this 
does not rule out the possibility of 
walking to the nearest telephone 
after sizing up the situation. 

3. If you observe someone else’s dis¬ 
tress signal, notify the nearest 
police, highway or automotive 
service official at the first oppor¬ 
tunity, giving the location of the 
motorist in need of assistance. To 
report a traffic emergency in the 
Los Angeles area, call or dial the 
operator and ask for ZEnith 
1-2000.
